The ahocking disaster of last Thoraday even®
ln= SVLL1 ol s w great share of pubilo attention,
scene of the ex ploslon belong dally visited by
numbers ol people. The workmon proso-
auted thelr inbors in (e rulos il day yester-
daq but afier the recovery of the remains of
Willinm Achiuff, about bilfpast 11 o'clook in
the morning, as stated In Tug Evesing True
GRAFH, they mel with no sucoess uniil about 7
o'clock in ibe evening, T'he body of Mr, Heary
Wolfrom was then recoversd, It was fonnd
Iying upon the face, with two heavy 1ron besms
restipg upon 1he buck, The lower portlon of
the remains had been remobed by the Are, but
the inoe was 8o little injured that It was ensliy
niged., Mr. Wolhown resided on Twenly-
third street, between Chespuot nond Market. He
was fifiy-Awo yeurs of age, and, as formoerly
slated, leavoun wile nnd four chilgren. ‘This 1
the nineteenth body which has bosn recovered
and ldentiDed,

The Coroper and hls jury, yvesterday afters
noon st 4 o'clopk, vislied (he seene of the ex-
plogion, bt were unabls W examine the ex-

loded boller, as the debris cannot be removed
until the search for the remains of the viotims
has terminnted, The jury, however, oxnimiued
a large prece of fron whlch bad been torn from
the l'ler by the foioe of the exﬂlmum. nod
whioh indieated greal strengih in toe materinl,
A portion of tie pipe leading to the stosm
El:m' the broken stoj-valves, ete, are now 1in

voroner's possession, and will recelve doe
altention, The jury aiso visited the Ave-story
house wi No, 180 8, Bievenih stresy, whioh had
beon shutteied by ploces of Lhe boller. No evi
dence wes taken yesterdny, vat this evenlog,
at bulf-past 7 o'clock, the lugquest will oom:
mience at the Peunsyivanis Hosplisl, when tue
test lmony of the wounded persons still cared
for there will be taken. We learnoed, this morn-
ing, that there was no materinl ohsoge In tue
cupuiton ol nuy one of themn,

The work 1u the rulns was resumed thiyg
moriing, bul the zeal of the volunteers appeard
to yuve Hagged at last, and but flve were al
work, They fouud o pisce of iron this morn-
ing, which is suppused Lo have formvd & pors
tion of Lhe saley-vi,ve. 1fthis should prove
tobe the cmve, some llght may be thrown at
onee upon e cause of the disasier. Medars,
Miller & Reader were also on the ground
superintending the removal of such portlons of
their machinery as were notr endered entirely
worth ess, >

Mr. Tucker, one of Mouwsrs. Geasey & Ward's

loyes, wus llkewise present, searvhin
fruliessly for g waten wulel be had in bis ves
ot ut the tlme of the explosion, He stated
our reporter Lhat he could notacconnt for his
escape from the bulldiog, Ho was stundiog
near Mr, Geagey at the time of the explosion,
Soddenly the Boor rose up, und the next tuing
he reme mbers was finding nimseil upona pile
of broken boargs, He thinks he mast have
gone through oue of the windows,

Amoug the labolers Io the Fulus this morning
WAS B ROL Of M, Humillion, whosoe remalus ure
siill missing Mre Bhoman, the wife of snother
wiolim whese body i1s stili burlod 1n tho debris,
was also prosent. Sbhe was 1o deep disiress at
the untimely logs of her husbund, and gnve
expression to her grief Io loud and harrowlog
Bhrieks.

The back portion of the bullding fronting on
Bansom street 1s ln & very dangerous conddi-
tlou, nnd should recelve the Immedinte atien-
tion of the sotboriiies, & he castern wall leans
over \'olf' muck, and Is llable at any mement
to fall, Lives enough have been saocrldced in
this unfortunnte atair, and we hope that all
further danger will be removed at once, by the
demolition of everytbhlug whioh remalns stand-
ing. A strong foree of police are stlll on the
gronnd, to keep all lubruders at a distavoe,
